From the annual report of Col 


Charles Heywood, commanding the U. 


marine corps, many interesting facts 


may be gleaned of the achievements of 
the First battalion of the corps, which 
icld the base of operations on the 
shores of Guantanamo bay against enor- 
mous odds and without losing a man 
rom disease in a climate reeking with 
deadly fevers, and later, when en- 
camped on Seavey's island in this har- 
bor, showed a percentage of only nine- 
ents of one per cent, of sickness in its 
ranks. 


In addition to guarding the naval es- 


lablishmeuts against the designs o 
Bpaniah spies and manning the second 
ury batteries of warships, one of the 
most important duties of the corps wus 
,he care of Spanish prisoners. Under 
;his head Col. Heywood writes: 


Tho department having decided to 


jrmg the Spanish prisoners captured in 
,he naval battle of July 3d, off Santiago, 
,o the navy yard, Portsmouth, N. H., 
:or imprisonment, a camp was estab- 
lulled at iho upper point of Seavey's 
island, a very picturesque location on 
,he banks of the river, overlooking 
many of the surrounding summer re- 
sorts, and quarters and other necessary 
juildings were erected by order of the 
department for the use of the prisoners. 
Aluo a barracks, messroom, command- 
ng officer's and officer of the day's of- 
icos, kitchen und guardhouse at main 


were erected for ono company, 


which was posted at the camp during 
he time the prisoners were confined. 
1'ho camp \ias enclosed by a high board 
'ence, and outside of that, at a distance 
of twenty feet, by a high barbed wire 
:ence. 


All thu officers and men attached to 


the marine barracks, Portsmouth, being 
absent with the marine batiulion in 


uba, on July 7th I ordered Colonel 


James Forney, four officers and 114 men 
;o Portsmouth for duty. A short time 
Defore the prisoners "arrived, in obedi- 
ence to orders from the derailment, I 
proceeded to Portsmouth to make all 
irrangemeats to establish the guard and 
to receive the priaouers. Tho camp was 
named Camp Long, in honor oi tho 
secretary ot tho navv. 


On July llth ten officers and 092 


men, Spanish prisoners, were received 
from the Si Louis, and on July 10th 
two officers and 961 men were received 
from the Harvard; also, on August 21th, 
eight officers and eight enlisted men, 
captured on the Argonaut at the begin- 
ning of the war, arrived from Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Georgia, whore they had been 
confined, making a total of twenty of- 
ficers and 1,601 men. Captain B. B 
Kussell, from the cuarine bottalion, and 
Second Lieutenant T. 8. Borden and 
twenty-eight marines from the Brook 
lyp, and the guard of the Marblehead 
cams north with the first detachment of 
prisoners on tho St. Louis, in addition 
to the regular guard of ILe ship, arriv- 
ing at Portsmouth July ]0th; and Cap- 
tain A C. Kelton and First Lieutenant 
F. J. Moses and sixty men from the 
First marine battalion came north as a 
guard with the second detachment of 
prisoners on the Harvard, in addition to 
the guard of tUe vessel, arriving at 
Portsmouth July 15th. Captain Bus- 
sell, Second Lieutenant Borden, twenty- 
eight men of the Brooklyn's guard, 
and Captain 4- O> Keltou, First Lieu- 
tenant F. J. Moses and sijty men from 
the battalion were transferred to tha 
marine barracks, Portsmouth, N.' H., 
after the arrive,! oi the vessels, the Mar- 
blehead's guard returning on the St 
Louis. 


"With the officers and men already at 


Portsmouth, tbis made a total of eight 
officers and <520 men, who comprised 


tie ruard during the entire time the 
risonera wc?e confined. Four Galling 
uns were piaped {n position on the hill 
verlookmg the camp and k«pt ready at 
U times, lind two others were plaoed at 
tie budges leading from the navy yard 
t Seavey's island. 
Galleries and sen- 


ry-boxes were built on the outside of 
lie fence, giving the sentinels a view of 
he interior of the stockade at all times 


Ln officer was installed as offioer of the 
ay, one as officer of the guard and one 
nside the prisoners' jnclosnre, and all 
rrangements were made to insure the 
eeurity of the prisoners. 


When these prisoners were landed 


bey were dirty, many with scarcely any 
clothing, some in a feeble condition, 
and a number of them wounded. The 
first night they were on shore it was 
very cold, but it was so late when they 
anded that it WAS impossible to provide 
,hem with proper clothing. Hot being 
accustomed to the climate! they were 
somewhat uncomfortable, although (hey 


ad an excellent meal that night, pro- 


vided by Paymaster J. P. Loomis, com- 
missary. The next day they were sup- 
plied with sufficient warm clothing and 
bedding through the earnest efforts of 
Paymaster Looiajs, and when I left 
their condition hod very punch im- 
proved. 


On the occasion of my inspection of 


the marine barrack*, Portsmouth, N 
H., on September 3d and 3d, I thor- 
oughly in»ppcted the camp and prison- 
ers, with thp commanding officer of the 
marine barracks, Lieutenant Oolonol 
Meade, who had a few days before re 
lieved Colonel Forney, and could hard- 
ly realize the great improvement which 
had taken place in the condition of 


these men. The prisoners were drawn 
up in two lines in their respective bar- 
racks, and I inspected every prisoner in 
the camp. Most of them were dressed 
in white suits, all the clothing was very 
clean, and the men looked well and con- 
tented. Their bedding was opened and 
found to be clean and neat. I also in- 
spected the grounds, barracks, sinks, 
kitchen, mess pavilion and other build- 
ings at the camp, and found them clean 
and in a perfectly sanitary condition, 
showing that great care had been be- 
stowed on the men and camp by Col- 
onel Forney and Lieutenant Colonel 
Meade as to health and comfort since 
they landed at Seavey's island. 


Many of the prisoners having money 


and being desirous of purchasing to- 
bacco, pipes, writing paper, postage 
stamps and other articles for their com- 
fort, the matter having been brought to 
my attention by Colonel Forney, I re- 
quested the department to allow the 
post trader at the barracks to furnish 
for cash such articles, other than liq- 
uors, a.3 they might desire. The depart- 
ment granted the request, with a direc- 
tion to supoly articles at a moderate 
price, established by the council of ad- 
ministration. Tents were provided in- 
side the stockade for the use of the poet 
trader and the men allowed to purchase 
such articles as they wished.

The principal case to be heard at the

It will be remembered that Mrs Eliza 


W Haven died Dec 27. 1833, willing to 
ler two daughters, Charlotte M and 
iliza A Haven, the income of her es- 
ate. They were also empowered to 
.raw upon the principal at pleasure, 
nd likewise to modify the provisions 
f a letter of instructions, incorporated 
>y reference in, and forming a part of 
he mother's will. 


The two daughters made cross wills, 


each giving to the other a life interest 
n (her estate, and each leaving a 
etter of instruction which constituted 
he vital part of the will. Charlotte M 
Haven died Dec 20, 1893, and Eliza A 
laven died early last year, her will be- 
ng probated April 5, 1807. 


Mrs Haven's estate has been invento- 


ied at $19,108 32 in realty and $106,- 
&2 03 in personal property. For the 
daughter Charlotte 
the figures are 


56258.33 and .$153,555.70, while Eliza 
A's estate has been appraised at $29,- 
25 92 in real estate and $133,032 28 in 
lersonal property. William H lljllins 
of this city is the surviving executor of 
he three wills and trustee of the es- 
wte. Two of his colleagues having 
died, Charles F Shillaber and John S 
iand, both of this city, have been ap 
jointed in their stead. 


In her letter of instructions Mrs Ha- 


ven gave legacies varying in amount 
'rom $1000 to 88000 and amounting in 
all to $86,000. The residue, sho di 
reeled, was ro be divided into two equal 
parts, one to be equally divided between 
tho grandchildren of the late John 
Haven of Portsmouth, the other half to 
go in like manner to the grandchildren 
of the late Nathaniel A Haven. 


Acting under powers expressly given 


in their mother's letter of instructions, 
on Feb li, 1885, the daughters, in due 
form, modified her letter, reducing one 
legacy from §8000 to SGOOO and proce- 
dure of special importance, directing 
that the residuary property of their 
mother should be added to that of their 
own estate, to be disposed of according 
;o directions in their own wills. 


The residue of Mrs Haven's estate has 


always been held as a separate fnnd, 
and now amounts to nearly $40,000. In 


letter of instructions Charlotte M 


Saven gave legacies ranging from 8300 
to §20,000, and amounting in all to $83- 
000. The bequests of Eliza A, ranged 
from $200 to $25,000, and amounted to 
§77,600. 
The $5000 bequest was made 


;o Harvard university to contribute to 
:he advancement of astronomical science. 
CLarlotte M, having given $20,000 for 
the same purpose. 
Each daughter di- 


rected that the residue of her estate 
should be divided among the grandchil- 
dren of Nathaniel A and John Haven. 


,On Jan 5, 1895, Eliza A executed a 


codicil, which gave specific bequests of 
•?47,482.55. revoked certain clauses in 
her letter of instructions and changed 
the disposition of her residuary proper- 
ty. To the trustees of Dartmouth col- 
lege $9000 was given to endow six Hav- 
en scholarships and to the trustees of 
Smith college all residue was given, to 
be used for astronomical purposes. 
Should this residue be less Jhan $3000 
it could be used for any immediate as- 
tronomical purpose. Should it exceed 
$3000, it was to accumulate to 810,000, 
when the income oould he used for the 
purpose named. The residue, however, 
largely exceeds 810,000, being now 
about $38,000, legacies to the amount of 
85850 having become void. 


The wills and the letters of instruct- 


ion, with their modifications, present 
many complications. 
The judge of pro- 


bate last April refused to admit the 
daughter's modification of Mrs Haven's 
instructions, and an appeal from his de- 
cision has been taken by the trustees of 
Smith college, which of coarse desires 
to have the modification stand. 


The executors and trustees of the es- 


tate! have likewise brought a bill in 
equity, in which they set forth that the 
construction and effect of the wills, let- 
ters, codicil and instrument, purporting 
to modify the letters of instructions ot 
Eliza Wentworth Saven are doubtful in 
law, and thai they may not safely distri- 
bute and pass over the residue of the 
estate of Eliza Weptworth Haven or the 
residue of the estate of Eliza AppUton 
Hayen without the instructions and 
siaUnee of a court of chancery. They 
therefore pr*y for the direction and as-

HAVASA, Oct. 18.— A conference last- 


ing three hours was held this morning 
between General Wade, General Butler 
and Admiral Sampson as to the contents 
of the five official notes delivered to the 
American commissioners yesterday by 
;he Spanish evacuation commissioners. 
Che Spaniards claim that it would be 
practically impossible to effect evicua 
tion in the short period of time placed 
by the American commissioners. They 
disclaim all authority to treat on any 
political subjects outside of the strict 
terms of the military evacuation. They 
assert that the sovereignty of Spain will 
continue until the final treaty of peace 


signed in Paris. In reply Admiral 


Sampson personally dictated a brief, 
terse note, stating emphatically that 
Dec. 1st would positively be the date 
on which Spain's rights, claims and sov- 
ereignty, to the island of Cuba would 
cease to exist 
The American note was 


delivered to General Parrado of the 
Spanish evacuation commission this af- 
ternoon by Captain Hart.

Formal Exercises Were Begun 


In Auditorium Hall. 


WHEAT CROWD WAS IN ATTENDANCE 


1'rcnldent McKlnley Welcomed by Hmyor 


H»rrl»ou but Made No Reply—Eloquent 
Speech by Chairman I'eck—Meetluga In 
Other H»1U. Theaters and Schoolhousei 
Addresnoil by Noted Orator*. 


Chicago. Oct. 18.—Eight thousand poo- 


pie packed within the walls of the Audi- 
torium building today witnessed the 
formal opening txercises of th<? national 
peace jubilee. Ail that had preceded to- 
day's gi'eat meeting was merely prc- 
llminaiy, and most of it in honor ot the 
president personally. The weather was 
told and damp, with lowering skies and 
a raw wind blowing off the lake. Long 
before the commencement of the exer- 
cises, however, the great ha!l%\ui. filled 
from pit to dome. 


The exercises opened with a short ad- 


dress by Chairman Charles Truax of 
the jubilee committee, at the conclusion 
of which he introduced the piesiding 
officer, George R. Peck. 


Mr. Peck's address, which was greeted 


with great applause, was as follows; 


Fellow Citizens—This great assem- 


blage uf American citizens is profound- 
ly .significant of the feeling which ppi- 
vadcs American hearts here and eveiy- 
wht-re. It means something nior«i than 
the mere pride of conque-ht; lor beneath 
the joyous exultation of victory is the 
deeper joy that \vi^h it has ensue or is 
coming, a just, honorabV, and therefore 
a Rlotious peace.. The ttiumphal arches 
that span our streets, the Hags blendiiiR 
tlielr colors in pictures of infinite bttiuty. 
arc more eloquent than words to tell us 
that we live In heroic days. 


What lessons have come to us in the 
irief hpa'.e that separates today from 
he sitting months of this eventful year. 
We have learned that our kindred can 
be trusted to keep unsullied their heri- 
age from the fathers. We have learned 
h:it .'Oarage, and faitli can still U-ud men 
up slippery heights, if only their coun- 
ry's 11 a-!? and their country's honor go 
vilh them. \Ve have learned that un- 
der a tropical sun, fighting against all 
he I'li'inenls that make up the unspeak- 
able wivasrft-y of war In the jungle, Amer- 
can \nlnr still rests serenely upon Its 
wn undaunted heart.

Washington, Oct. IS.—Surgeon Gen-

It has been repeatedly charged in th?

iona! Keel Cioss in the care of our sick 
and wounded soldiers and that, as a re- 
eult of this refusal, there has been un- 
necessary suffeilnpr. These charges are 
vlthout foundation, except in so far as 


have objected to the sending of female 


nurses with troops in the field engaged 
n active operations. 
We have a Ked Cross hospital corps 
n the army of enlisted men, whose duty 
t i<= to render lirst aid to tho wounded 
upon the tlcld of battle and to care for 
he M< k in our di\ision field hospitals. 
and 1 have been of the opinion that fe- 


1!" r.uisos would be an encumbrance 


o the troops during active operations, 
but so soon as serious sickness developed 
n our camps and it bet ame necessaiy 
to treat typhoid f^ver cases in our Held 
lospitals. I gladly accepted the services 
of the ttallied female nurses for the 
division ticld hospitals, and in our gen- 
era' hospitals we have employed them 
from the lirst. 


The general testimony from the sur- 


geons in charge of these hospitals has 
icen that their services have been of 
great value. Very many of these trained 
nurses have b«en obtained through the 
kind assistance of the Hed Cross society 
or maintenance of trained 
nurses, 


auxllary No. 3. and I desire to express 
my high appreciation of the valuable 
services ri-nileied to thii medical de- 
partment of the army by this organiza- 
tion. 


A committee of the American National 


Red Cross association called upon me, 
n my oitlce in Washington, some, time 
n advaiue ot the landing of our troops 
at Santiago, making an offer of assist- 
ance. I i erelved them most courteously 
and advised them to use their resources 
n tilt inn up a hospital ship, telling them 
that a hospital ship was now being fitted 
up for use of the medical department, 
'lut that it was not at all improbable 
that un emergency would arise which 
would overtax our resources, and that 
n sin h an event a hospital ship properly 
equipped, having on board a corps of 
doctors and nurses, would be a most 
valuable auxiliary. 


Furthermore, tho American National 


Red Cross association has had full au- 
thority to send agents and supplies to 
all our camps sin< e June 9, 1X98, and if 
there has been suffering for want of 
needed supplies they must share the re- 
sponsibility with the medical depart- 
ment of the army for such suffering. 


There has bet n a great deal of misap- 


prehension w ilh reference to the sup- 
plies tui nishcd by the government,grow- 
ing out of the fact that medical officers 
in the Held have been very ready to ac- 
rept supplies from relief associations, 
which were freely offered 
and even 


urged upon them, rather than to make 
requisition for them. 
The volunteer 


medical officers especially appear 
to 


have had a groat reluctance to assume 
any proper responsibility, and as It was 
necessary for them to give receipts for 
the supplies issued to them by the gov- 
ernment th<*y preferred, as a rule, to ac- 
cept these supplies from relief societies, 
even when they were present in ample 
amounts in field supplies depots in the 
immediate vicinity of their camps. 


The asents furnishing these supplies 


frequently inferred, from the fact that 
chey were PO readily accepted, that they 
could not have been obtained from the 
government. 
Thus, sheets, mosquito 


bars, cots, clinical thermometers and 
many other articles which are upon our 
supply table have been liberally sup- 
plied by these reief associations, al- 
though it has been the intention of the 
medical department to furnish these and 
all other articles necessary for the care 
of our sick, and there has been no time 
since the commencement of the war 
when they could not have been obtained 
upon a telegraphic requisition sent to 
the surgeon general of the army, if, for 
any reason, a sufficient supply was not 
on hand at the field, supply depot.

Consul McCook Rpp<m« on It at the B«- 


gining of Fall. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—Conditions in 


Dawson City as they existed at the be- 
ginning of fall are sent out in a report 
made to the state department by United 
States Consul McCook. He says the city 
made rapid strides during August in 
the matter of building. There will be no 
lack of provisions or merchandise this 
winter. 
Prices of supplies are going 


down, owing to the large amount com- 
ing in, so that a 50-pound sack of flour 
which formerly cost $S can now be had 
for $5. "None but the wealthy," says 
the consul, "can enjoy the hotel life at 
present, at $6.50 per nieht for a room, 
with a mixture ot husks and straw for 
a bed, a candle for light and board at 
the rate of $12 per day." 


The consul says that typhoid fever Is 


on the increase, causing many deaths, 
but will decrease now that frost has be- 
gun. Eagle City, 50 miles below Daw- 
eon, is In a position to rival that city in 
another year, and as a base of supplies 
would be more convenient. Inside of the 
boundary line. Its site is marked on 
the United States coast survey map as 
Belle Isle, on the Yukon. The territory 
for hundreds of mile* around is said to 
ba very rich. The future of Dawson de- 
penda on discoveries made during the 
coming winter.

in the negotiations comes from the lack 
of conciliation m the attitude o£ the 
American commission. It 1» known in 
regard to Porto Hico and Cuba that th« 
articles of the protocol are absolutely 
positive—Spain cedes Porto Rico to the 
United States and abandons sovereignty 
over Cuba. These two points are defi- 
nitely setltled and are not open to dis- 
cussion. Besides the Spaniards make it a 
point ot honor to scrupulously abide by 
their engagement* towards their con- 
querors. 


The question of tht Cuban debt re- 


mains. Upon which power should the 
onerous obligation of guaranteeing the 
debt rest? Here is where the two com- 
missions differ In their view s and neither 
U inclined to yield-. The Spaniards agree 
on the following lines—when a power 
annexes territory it is implied that it as- 
sumes all the previous obligations of 
•uch territory. Jt is international law, 
•auctioned by usage, and which has al- 
ways been complied with. Thus, -when 
France annexed Savoy sue assumed oil 
the debts contracted by the latter while 
still an Italian province. 


Lastly, they remind' their opponents 


that Cuba is virtually the key of the 
Gulf of Mexico, a strategic position ol' 
the first order to the United States arid 
an immense advantage, which calls for 
some sacrifice upon the pai t of the Amnr- 
icans. 


To this the latter replied at first, that 


they could not listen to any discussion 
of the matter of the debt, being under 
formal Instructions from their govern- 
ment. But on the Spanish coir.mlseaon 
insisting, and in the presence of its very 
firm attitude, the Americans have taken 
a more conciliatory attitude, not that 
they entertain the intention of yielding 
to Spain's injunctions, but they consent 
to argue against the Spanish position. 
The arguments may be briefly summed 
up as follows: 


"The Americans insist upon the fact 


that the money raised by the Cuban 
loans was not applied to th* require- 
ments or Interests of the island. b*it was 
chiefly borrowed to the end- of improv- 
ing the financial condition of Spain and 
to procure funds which she could no 
longer unse on the peninsula, and that 
the debt, therefore. Is personal to Spain. 


On the other hand, the Americans say 


that America has no Intention of an- 
nexing Cuba, and could not therefore as- 
iume such obligation. 


Finally, it Is held that, owing to th« 


fabulous cost of the late war, the Ame'-i- 
can people w ould not concede the right to 
thus absumo such obligations. 


These are, approximate.^, the grounds 


on which 'he present discussions arc 
conducted. What will the outcome b 
Certain newspapers have considered the 
possibility of referring the different? to 
the arbitration of a continental power. 
Neither commission has yet suggf-stec 
such a solution; but, on the other hand 
we have good grounds to believe that 
even A\ere the suggestion acceptable to 
Spain, it would have no chance of being 
agreed to by the Americans.
